Extension  is  seeking  innovators 
for  Continuing  Education  Program 


The  Division  of  University  Extension 
invites  proposals  for  courses  to  be  in- 
cluded in  the  1973-74  Continuing  Edu- 
cation Program  offered  through  the  Divi- 
sion. Summarized  below  are  a few  rele- 
vent  considerations  which  faculty  re- 
sponding will  wish  to  fake  into  account. 

1.  Courses  offered  in  this  program  are 
non-degree  from  the  University’s  point 
of  view,  but  often  may  be  endorsed  and 
certified  by  professional  or  other  groups. 

2.  Course  structure  and  method  are 
flexible  and  vary, according  to  preference 
of  individual  teaching  members  and 
market  factors.  Usually  classes  meet  once 
a week  for  1M  or  2 hours  over  a 10  to  20 
week  period. 

3.  Teaching  stipends  are  computed  on 
the  basis  of  class  contact  hours  for  eve- 
ning courses,  but  may  differ  in  the  case 
of  short,  full-time  courses. 

4.  In  addition  to  offering  more  tra- 
ditional courses,  the  Continuing  -Educa- 
tion Program  provides  opportunities  for 
teaching  staff  to  develop  new  courses  on 
an  experimental  basis  which  may  be  re- 
lated to  their  special  interests,  researches. 


or  perceptions  of  organizational/com- 
munity  needs. 

5.  A substantial  number  of  adults  con- 
tinue to  look  to  the  University  for  tra- 
ditional learning  opportunities  which 
will  permit  them  to  pursue  studies  re- 
lated to  their  special  interests  or  pro- 
fessional concerns.  This  year  in  the  Con- 
tinuing Education  Program  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  University  Extension  alone  there 
are  over  10,000  registrants.  Of  this 
group,  a substantial  number  possess  a 
baccalaureate  level  of  education  or 
higher,  and  many  of  those  with  a degree 
are  U of  T alumni. 

The  Continuing  Education  Program 
can  be  a complement  to  the  relevance 
and  prestige  of  the  University  in  the 
community.  The  success  of  the  program 
depends  upon  the'  co-operation  and 
active  participation  of  members  of  the 
faculties  and  departments  directly  con- 
cerned, however,  not  only  in  planning 
and  teaching  but  also  in  identifying  par- 
ticular courses  which  should  be  offered.

Oil  and  environment  workshop 
will  review  many  problems 
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Ethnic  press 
films  available 

The  Ontario  Council  of  University 
Libraries  has  announced  the  completion 
of  the  Ethnic  Newspaper  Microfilming 
Project.  A group  of  seventy  newspapers, 
many  of  them  inaccessible  for  research 
purposes  prior  to  the  undertaking  of  the 
project,  are  now  available  on  35mm 
roll  film,  providing  valuable  source  ma- 
terial for  historians,  sociologists,  political 
scientists,  and  others  concerned  with  the 
study  of  Canadian  ethnic  and  language 
groups.  Among  the  groups  represented 
in  the  collection  are  Belorussian,  Black, 
Danish,  Finnish,  Franco-Ontarian,  Ger- 
man, Greek,  Hungarian,  Indian  and 
Metis,  Korean,  Latvian,  Maltese,  Polish, 
Russian,  Scottish,  Serbian  and  Ukrainian. 

Newspaper  files,  many  of  them  unique, 
were  borrowed  from  a variety  of  sources, 
including  ethnic  organizations,  regional 
archives,  historical  societies,  public  and 
university  libraries,  and  private  collec- 
tions. Some  newspapers  were  filmed  in 
Europe. 

Ontario  Ethnic  and  Language  Group 
Newspapers,  an  annotated  checklist  of 
almost  500  newspapers  identified  in  the 
course  of  the  project,  is  being  prepared 
by  Duncan  McLaren,  Microfilm  Project 
Manager,  and  will  be  published  by  the 
University  of  Toronto  Press-  Library 
holdings  of  both  original  issues  and 
microfilm  are  shown  for  the  National 
Library,  the  Ontario  Archives,  provin- 
cially-supported  Ontario  university  li- 
braries, public  libraries  in  Ontario,  and 
some  institutional  libraries.

'in  the  Ontario  Council  of  University 
Libraries  project,  with  prices,  is  available 
from  the  Council  of  Ontario  Universities. 

Dr  John  Hunt  wins 
prestigious  award 

Dr.  John  Hunt,  professor  of  medical 
biophysics  at  the  Princess  Margaret  Hos- 
pital has  been  awarded  the  Arturo 
Miolati  Prize  at  an  international  gather- 
ing of  chemists,  the  Miller  Conference, 
which  met  recently  in  Penrhydeudraeth, 
North  Wales. 

At  its  last  meeting  two  years  ago,  the 
Miller  Conference  agreed  to  award  the 
next  Arturo  Miolati  Prize  for  research  in 
the  field  of  radiation  chemistry  and  free 
radicals.  Dr.  Hunt  has  devoted  more  than 
eight  years  of  research  in  this  field.  The 
conference,  in  deciding  that  Dr.  Hunt 
was  to  have  the  award,  recognized  he 
had  made  great  contributions  to  it. 

Specifically,  Dr.  Hunt  used  bursts  of 
intense  Cerenkov  light,  produced  when 
a pulsed  beam  of  radiation  passes 
through  air,  to  monitor  the  reactions  that 
take  place  some  million-millionths  of  a 
second  later  enters  a vessel  containing  a 
chemical  solution  under  study. 

The  light  is  modified  by  passage 
through  the  solution  in  a manner  that 
determines  what  free  radicals  are  present 
at  the  time.  By  making  the  light  take  a 
detour  before  it  enters  the  solution,  he 
can  delay  the  arrival  of  each  pulse  and 
so  arrange  for  it  to  monitor  swiftly  the 
situation  in  the  solution  after  any  chosen 
time  lapse.
